We wish 
to help you.” 

Digby also aired his Arabic, and the 
man was convinced. 

Ile appeared to understand all we 
said, and I understood him about as 
well as an English speaking French- 
man would understand a Devonshire 
yokel, 

I gathered that the usual village 
tragedy had developed as follows: 


A woman, minding goats, had seen 
i band of Touaregs, and had foollsh- 
ly, or bravely, got up on a rock and 
screamed the news to a youth, who 
was working near the village. . They 
had then both started running, but 
®he Touaregs had caught the woman, 


The youth had roused the village 
and the men had rushed) out with 
their rifles (o some rocks nearby, 


ready to fire on the Touaregs, fully 
prepared to give them a warm recep- 
tion, The women and children -had 
scuttled to the big ravine behind 
the village, down which they would 
make their way to their usual hiding 
place, : 

A couple of lads had been sent off 
to warn the men who had taken the 
camels out to graze, 


The speaker had been one of these 
men, and while he and one or two 
others were collecting the camels and 
driving them to the rayine, a Targul 
scout had come upon them and shot 
him, Ie himself had heen left for 
dead. When he came to he was alone 
with the corpses of the other camel 
guards, and had slowly crawled ~ to 
his hut to die, 


The Tourregs had camped and were 
enjoying a well earned rest. Appar. 
ently the village men were still wateh- 
Ing events from their place among the 
rocks, the women and children Were 
in hiding down the rayine, and the 
camels were captured, 

We explained the situation to Hank 
and Buddy, 

“Sport without danger, and busi- 
ness with pleasure,” was their view, 
hyt we must give the Touaregs the 
shock of their Ives, 

We held a council of war, and it 
was decided that the wounded man 
should get in touch with the villagers 
and tell them we were friends of 
theirs.

We began by reconnoitring the Tou- 
areg camp, ! 

Absolutely certain of their complete 
security, the robbers had only light- 
ed fires and Jain down to rest, leaving 
one of their number to guard the cam- 
els, _ 

Our plan. was simple for our job was 
easy, 

Half a dozen selected heroes of the 
village were: to deal with the loafing 
came] guard—silently if possible. Ev- 
ery rifle thatthe village could boast 
was then tobe discharged into the 
Touareg camp, from as close a range 
as it was possible to wriggle to. 


When the Touaregs bolted. to the 
ravine, to take cover from this blast 
and organize’ their defence—they. 
would find their way blocked by the 
entire French army, in uniform, with 
2 bugler blowing cal's to bring up 
thousands more! 

The villagerg behaved very well: 
They were, of course, born desert 
fighters, and» we had put heart into 
them, } 

After a tremendous volley, at about 
forty yards’ range, they charged lke 
fiends, and when_we fotr rose from 
behind rocks and the Touaregs  re- 
coiled in astounded terror, they sur- 
rounded them lik a pack of wolves. 


In a brief, happy, mad minute of 
hacking, stabbing and shooting, they 
worked off. a good deal of the per- 
sonal and ancestral grudge of cen- 
turies, Ag they outnumbered — the 
Touuregs by five or six to one, had 
them at a complete disadvantage, and 
‘knew we-were behind them, — they 
made-a short job of it.

Beforo we. departed the village 
pulled itself together, and evidently 
trying to show us. “what Todgers 
could do” {nthe way of a diffa, or 
foast, regaled us upon fatta, a mess of 
carrots, bread and eggs, and a quite 
decent cous-cous of goat. 

T could fill a large volume with the 
account of our wanderings, as Touar- 
ogs of the Sahara, on this ride that 
began at Azaigig, in the French Sou- 
dan, and ended (for some of us) at 
Kano in Nigeria, in British West Af- 
rica, 

It was perhaps the longest and 
most arduous, ride ever achieved by 
Europeans in the Sahara—few of 
whom have ever crossed the desert 
from north to south without an or- 
ganized carayan, 

We rode south-west when we 
could, and we rode north-east when 
we must, as when, north of Air, we 
were captured by Touaregs on their 
way to thelr own country on the 
borders of Morrocco. 

During one terrible“year wo made 
an almost complete circle, being at 
one time at El Hilli, within two hun- 
dred miles of Timbuktu, and, at an- 
other, at Agadem, within the same 
distance of Lake Tchad—and then la- 
tor finding ourselves at Bilma, five 
hundred miles to the north. 
Sometimes thirst and hunger drove 

to join salt) carrying caravans, 
and sometimes slave-caravans (and we 
learnt that slavery is still a very ac- 
tive pursuit and oa flourishing busi- 
in central Africa).

3 Divisions of Agricultural Credit 

Before proceeding further, it may 
be well to define a few terms and 
make some divisions. There are 
three divisions of agricultural credit: 
the short-time or personal credit; 
the intermediate or chattel credit, 
and the long-time or mortgage credit. 

The short-time agricultural credit 
was developed from the commercial 
bank credit granted to business men 
for periods ranging from thirty to 
ninety days, time necessary for the 
merchant to dispose of the goods pur- 
chased, payy off the note and close 
the transaction. But such a short time 
is not adaptable to the agficultural 
industry, for it takes. six months to 
grow a crop and two to four months 
to market that crop, on account of the 
decrease jn prices during marketing 
season, congested markets, and var- 
jous other conditions, Thus the 
short-term credit varies from three 
to ten months. The chief factors of 
this kind of credit are: the character 
of the borrower and his line of pro- 
duction, his equipment and livestock, 
his possibilitles of repaying the loan 
from the proceeds of: the crop and 
livestock, giving full consideration to 
his other obligations, Personal notes 
are given with or without endorse- 
ment, and occasionally chattel mort 
gages are given on farm products, 
equpment and Hvestock. But of all 
these, character rather than property, 
fs the foundation of the short term 
Joan to agriculturists. 


Within the past eight years there 
has arisen the new term of intermed- 
jate credit. This indicates any time 
between six months and three years 
as the extreme Iimits, Its necessity 
arose among the livestock growers, 
who requested a longer period than 
six months to mature and fatten cat- 
tle for market. Cattle men ‘were 
clamorous for a three-year loan based 
on the chattel security in order to 
avoid the necessity, annoyance and 
extra cost of renewing loans and 
chattels every six months, Hence 
this Kind of loan is based on animal 
production, and the money may be 
used for breeding, rearing and fatten- 
ing Hvestoek. 


The long-term credit: is) based) on 
long mortgage security, and extends 
over a period varying from three to 
thirty-four years, Its purposes are, 
first, to enable the borrower to pur- 
chase more land or to make Improve- 
ments of a more or Jess permanent 
character, which require large expen- 
ditures with no prospects of immed- 
fate returns thereon; and, secondly, 
the opportunity of repaying the sum 
borrowed in small fractions annually, 
contingent upon the borrower's — in- 
come, Instead of repaying large sums 
at annual periods, This loan is fre- 
quently repald on the amortization 
plan, which effects repayment of prin- 
clpal and interest on approximately 
an 8 per cent basis computed on the 
amount of the original loan. For ex- 
ample, $320 annually would take care 
of Interest and principal on a $4,000 
loan, One of the most Important fea-

The maintenance of land in a state 
of economic efficiency is a problem 
which every farmer has or will have 
to solve who {gs cultivating land for 
a living, Although Alberta's soil is 
fertile and’ unusually rich, its fertility 
must be studied, as continuous pro- 
duction without scientific restoration 
will soon decréase its productivity. 
Weeds and unseasonably-half prepared 
land rob the soil of its fertility and 
life-giving substances, reducing the 
yield. to an unprofitable business, The 
application of;more knowledge, ener- 
gy and methodical work Is required 
to revive and rehabilitate. 


All agricultnrists are accustomed 
to nature's tolls, but few make. al- 
lowances. in their estimates. Produc: ; 
tion is subjected to drouth, excessive 
rainfall, flods, hail, frost, wind, snow, 
plant and animal diseases, insect 
pests, and unseasonable rains like 
those Introduced hy the falls of 1926 
and 1926, all.or any of which may re- 
duce or utterly abolish the prospec- 
tive income. In addition to these 
forces of nature, price reductions 
through stringent grading, economic 
and social conditions, also frequently 
lower prices when least expected, as, 
for example, ‘wheat which sold for 
$1.20 a year ago Is valued at 80c now. 


Occasionally a borrower has a four 
or five hundred dollar outlay to make 
for equipment which he hag not antl- 
cipated, or for several notes due the 
machine companies for equipment that 
he had neglected to mention in his 
statement or think of when he was 
considering the amount he needed. 
Farm equipment. wears out, rusts 
out and deterlorates rapidly into a 
state where its use is uneconomic, 


The doterloration of capital in Al- 
berta is exceptrdnally rapid, as the 
weather Is severe and few people 
properly house their machinery and 
equipment, Some farmers use up a 
threshing outfit, valued at $4,000, in 
six years, while others preserve a 
separator and engine for fifteen or

twenty years. Deterioration is a vi- 
tal factor which must. be taken into 
account for capital investment is not 
slight. Some men have enough equip- 
ment to operate four hundred acres, 
yet. they only till fifty acres, thus 
making the expense unbearable. Work 
horses serve from eight to twelve 
years; harness from five to ten years, 
machinery from three to ten years, 
and the new has to be purchased be- 
fore the old is fully paid for, in many 
cases. 


The capital borrowed must be paid 
back. The production must be suffi- 
cient not only to repay the principal, 
but in addition to provide for interest, 
and conven- 
jences of the family, as well as for 
their educational advantages, and the 
legitimate expenses which contribute 
toward production, such as labor, 
equipment, ete. 


The economic handling of means 
which comes under each producer's 
control foretells much of the future. 
Wealth begins with thrift and in- 
creases as saving is practiced. Thrift 
precedes savings, as character pre- 
cedes credit. And as. savings multi- 
ply, the opportunity to acquire money 
and producers’ goods increases pro- 
portionately. The majority of Amer- 
ican farmers are extravagant without 
realizing it, for they waste enough to 
maintain a European. But worse 
than their wastefulness {s the rivalry 
between neighbors and neighbor in 
trying to outclass each other in new 
and up-to-date cars, etc. One of the 
United States senators has said: “It 
keeps me broke trying to keep up 
with my darn fool neighbors.”
